Plans by Franklin Biederman, con- 1 
suiting municipal and city enginee>'. 
of Florence, Arizona, are being pro ' 
pared on the completion of the con- ■ 
templated high voltage electric cur¬ 
rent transmission line from the Sait, 
River valley, via Sacaton, ihrougli, 
Casa Grande valley for power pur- ] 
poses. 

The City of Florence is contem- ; 
plating the purchase of electric cur-, 
rent as an auxiliary to its pre.sent! 
oil engine equipped municipal elec-1 
trie light, power and water plant. A ' 
new up-to-date high tension out door 
sub station will be erected, about 720 
S()uare feet of new floor space will | 
be added to the present building. The , 
new building to be of brick con¬ 
struction to house the new 1.00 KV.i 
frequency changer set and equip¬ 
ment; an automatic voltage regu- j 
lator will be installed, which will | 
maintain constant voltage and regu¬ 
lation on the transmission and dis¬ 
tributing system without the aiil of 
an attendant; the two deep well 
pumps, incluiling the two fire and 
booster pumps will be umler auto¬ 
matic control, thus reciuiring one at¬ 
tendant for the 24 hours service, 
staniling watch from 11 o’clock p. m. 
to 7 o’clock a. m., primarily to main¬ 
tain cleanliness in the station, keep 
ing the station records and see that 
the oil equipment is reaily to st.ut 
at a moment’s notice. 

As water and fire protection is i f 
primary importance the automatic 
control of the pumps maintains a 
I constant supply of water at all times 
and may be started by any perse,i 
by pressing a button. In case of 
failure of the current supply the oil 
e<iuipment can be started, therebv 
maintaining constant service, at the 
minimum expense. 

.\s the city has always maintained 
a 24-hour service, the frequency 
changer set will be shut down by the 
attendant once in 24 hours, and thor¬ 
oughly cleaned and inspected, main¬ 
taining service with the present 20 1 
KV.\ oil engine set. The present ef-j 
ficieiit street lighting system will , 
then include all-night .service under j 
automatic control. I 

This is the first, as far as known, j 
to be the only automatic equipped 
municipal generation and pumping 
station west of the Missi.ssippi river. 


Dear Friend Morgridge:

The 
buiblings are still on the place, all 
built of stone,, but when father was 
a boy there were thatched roofs. I 
am bringing home some good oil 
paintings of the old place. 

Two Weeks in .Scotland | 

P’rom there 1 went to Glasgow in 
Scotland, spent a few days there and 
then went to Edinburgh which is a 
beautiful city. Damaged somewhat 
by the war, but not kadly. I spent 
a week there as the obi home of 
.Mrs. Caley’s folks is just 10 miles 
out at a place calleil Uoslyn. I could 
have spent a month at Edinburgh, 
a very old city with much to see. 

There 1 took the steamer Royal 
Scot, 400 miles to London. Spent 
four days there—too big a place 
for me. 

Will spend the balance of my time 
here in I’aris, the most beautiful 
city I have visited. Have been going 
in the sight-seeing coaches every 
day. It is the only way to get 
about the.se cities. 

Meets Home F’riends 

Coming from London to Paris I 
was much surpri.sed to find on the 
trip Dr. and Mrs. Barlow, their son 
and two daughters. It surely made 
me feel happy to meet them. We 
had a nice visit all the way over. 
They will go on to Italy. The girls 
will attend school in Florence. The 
Doctor will return in a couple of 
months but the rest will be gone a 
year. 

1 have had a most ilelightful trip 
—felt a little lonesome at limes, 
and will be glad to get back to sun¬ 
ny California again. The folks are 
anxiously awaiting my return. 1 
will leave from Cherbourg, France, 
Sept., 15 on the Steamer lierengeria. 
Expect to arrive in New York City 
about the 25th. Will leave Cleveland 
about the 25th of October, stop in 
Denver or Salt Luke City a day or 
so, then hit for home. Can't get 
there too quick when we get started.
